on 1937 crop deliveries of regular lirnas on the b asis of $3.50 per 
cwt. on 85 % of gross w eight or field run. 
T h is is a liberal first 
paym ent in com parison with the present m arket price, and the 
Association is borrow ing the money it w ill require this season at 
an un usu ally low rate of interest. 
In view of the fact that two of the largest dealers in lim a 
beans died during the past year and their offices have been c lo s ­ 
ed; and w ith the rem aining bean dealers seem ing to be very in ­ 
active, it would seem to be im portant and desirable that grow ers 
not now m em bers should prom ptly place their m em bership with 
the association. 
U sually, the association close* its pool to m em ­ 
bership for the season on October 1st, but to afford an additional 
num ber of grow ers a further opportunity, the directors voted to 
hold m em bership in the 1937 crop pool open until Novem ber first.

No w the na tio n is beginning 
to see tha t they sho uld be trea ted a s cro ps, 
with the future's y ield ta ken into a cco unt. 
The current issue o f Fo restry News Digest 
• ells o f a susta ined-y ield pla n tha t the I*. S. 
Fo rest Serv ice ha s wo rked o ut fo r a 13 0.000- 
a cre sta nd o f ha rdwo o d timber in upper 
Michiga n. This timber is no w being cut a t 
the ra te o f 14 to 20 millio n bo a rd feet a y ea r. 
It will be a ll go ne in a bo ut 20 y ea rs. 
The Fo rest Sendee’s pla n ca lls fo r a sy s­ 
tem o f cutting under which o nly a bo ut 5 6 
per cent o f the mercha nta ble timber o n ea ch 
a cre wo uld be remo v ed. This wo uld reduce 
the a nnua l y ield—but refo resta tio n wo uld 
ma ke the y ield perma nent. Tha t pa rt o f 
Michiga n wo uld a lwa y s ha v e a timber cro p, 
just a s Io wa a lwa y s ha s a co rn cro p. 
Such pla ns a re no t ha rd to wo rk o ut. It 
sho uld no t be ha rd to get industry to a ccept 
them. And ho w infinitely superio r such a 
scheme is to the o ld cut-’em-do wn-a nd-mo v e- 
o n pro gra m.
